
careful and conscientious consideration of the entire
record, the Board found that the evidence submitted was
insufficient to establish the existence of probable material
error or injustice. In this connection, the Board substantially
concurred with the comments contained in the advisory opinions.
On 18 August 1999 you were issued a DD Form 215 correcting your
reason for discharge.

Concerning your recent request about unit awards, the Board
believes that this has been addressed by the 1 June 1999 advisory
opinion and your prior correspondence with the National Personnel
Records Center concerning your awards.

Accordingly, your application has been denied. The names and
votes of the members of the panel will be furnished upon request.

It is regretted that the circumstances of your case are such that
favorable action cannot be taken. You are entitled to have the
Board reconsider its decision upon submission of new and material
evidence or other matter not previously considered by the Board.
In this regard, it is important to keep in mind that a
